Furthermore, the fact that the offices of a foreign embassy in the U.S^ are_ being 
used ™aise funds for a foreign army is totally inconsistent with the role for 
which the Ambassador has been accredited, and I suspect Illegal. 

I strongly urge you to take some action to see that this practice is not 

allowed to continue.
